Dr.  Rouse  Explains  Why 
W.  C.  Should  Not  Be  Closed

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THE  ATHENS  OF  THE  SOUTH

Eighteen  counties  in  their  Baptist  as¬ 
sociations  have  voted  practically  unani¬ 
mously  against  its  closing.  The  South¬ 
east  Pastor’s  Conference  voted  unani¬ 
mously  against  it.  Individual  churches 
are  passing  resolutions  against  the 
recommendations  to  close.  Some  of  the 
members  of  the  Education  Commission 
do  not  think  it  should  close.  I  have  just 
finished  1800  miles  driving  to  Baptist 
associations  and  interviewing  Baptists 
and  I  have  not  yet  found  one  who  said 
to  me,  “Woman’s  College  should  alose.” 
The  total  reaction  against  the  recom¬ 
mendations  to  close  Mississippi  Woman’s 
College  is  overwhelming. 

Surely,  there  are  difficulties)  But  the 
great  Df.  Truett  once  said,  “Do  not  take 
counsel  of  difficulties!  Do  not  take  coun¬ 
sel  of  your  fears!  Take  counsel  of  God 
and  divine  resources.”  People  of  great 
faith  laugh  at  difficulties. 

Surely,  it  takes  money  to  run  schools. 
It  costs  something!  So  does  sin.  The  way 
of  a  transgressor  is  hard.  Within  eighty 
years,  by  taking  God  out  of  her  educa¬ 
tion,  Germany  lost  the  values  of  the 
Protestant  Reformation.  The  ruin  of  her 
country  was  devastating  and  most  ex¬ 
pensive.  America  has  been  spending 
three-billion  dollars  a  year  for  education 


to  build  the  brains,  and  nine  billion 
dollars  for  intoxicating  liquors  which 
destroy  the  brains.  What  could  be  more 
expensive  than  such  a  parctice-  An  en¬ 
lightened  conscience  and  sound  religious 
habits  would  reverse  the  expenditure  in 
favor  of  education.  This  is  a  day  when 
Christian  education  is  imperative. 

The  Education  Commission  charges 
that  Mississippi  Baptists  have  not  sup¬ 
ported  Mississippi  Woman’s  College  with 
money  and  students.  In  our  report  to 
the  Convention  published  in  the  Baptist 
Record  three  weeks  ago,  we  cited  facts 
to  show  that  this  charge  is  relatively 
untrue. 

A  school  must  be  placed  in  its  frame¬ 
work.  Mississippi  Southern  College  at 
Hattiesburg  has  enrolled  now  2500  stu¬ 
dents,  1400  of  whom  are  Baptists.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  session  of  1945-46, 
Mississippi  Southern  enrolled  303.  Cir¬ 
cumstances  have  changed.  A  new  confi¬ 
dence  in  the  school  has  created  a  record 
enrollment. 

With  the  atmosphere  clear  and  confi¬ 
dence  established  Mississippi  Woman’s 
College  could  easily  have  500,  which  once 
she  had.  It  might  -well  be  considered 
also,  that  if  Mississippi  Woman’s  College 
were  coed,  with  the  common  proportion 
of  two  boys  to  one  girl,  she  would  have

AMERICAN  LUTHERANS 
OPPOSE  VATICAN  ENVOY 

COLUMBUS,  O.— (RNS)— Appointment 
of  an  American  ambassador  or  a  per¬ 
sonal  Presidential  representative  to  the 
Vatican  is  viewed  with  “strong  disap¬ 
proval”  by  the  American  Lutheran 
Church,  according  to  a  statement  adopt¬ 
ed  by  the  body’s  biennial  convention 
here. 

The  statement  said  that  such  repre¬ 
sentation  “violates  the  principle  of  the 
separation  of  Church  and  State,”  that  it 
is  “offensive  to  those  not  members  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church,”  and  that 
it  “aggravates  religious  antagonisms.” 

The  delegates  also  approved  a  resolu¬ 
tion  which  denounced  the  declared  inten¬ 
tion  of  Pope  Pius  II  to  proclaim  the 
dogma  of  the  bodily  assumption  of  the 
Virgin  Mary.  “Such  a  doctrine,”  they 
said,  “has  no  basis  in  the  canonical 
Scriptures,”  and  “the  ecumenical  creeds 
of  Christendom  makes  no  room”  for  it 

It  was  charged  that  the  coming  pro¬ 
clamation  “will  serve  to  widen  the  clea¬ 
vage  within  Christendom.”  The  resola- 
tion  added  that  “God  alone  and  not  man 
makes  doctrine,  and  the  Scriptures  are 
the  only  source  and  norm  of  divine 
truth.”

Criswell  (Dellas,  Texas)  are  on  e  spec¬ 
ial  mission  to  various  existing  and 
prosperous  Southern  Baptist  mission 
fields  of  the  world.  Following  is  one 
of  Or.  McCall's  reports  from  Athens, 
Greece. 

I  bought  a  twenty-cent  ticket  and 
caught  the  ferry  from  Europe  to  Asia. 
That  was  the  climax  of  an  exciting  day. 

That  morning  I  woke  up  in  Athens, 
Greece.  Being  a  Nashvillian  I  headed 
straight  for  the  Parthenon  to  see  if  the 
original  was  as  beautiful  as  our  copy. 

As  I  approached  the  Acropolis  which 
is  crowned  by  the  Parthenon,  I  was  at¬ 
tached  by  a  swarm  of  guides.  Finally  l 
east  myself  on  the  mercy  of  the  guide* 
with  a  Chicago  accent  (genuine).  For 
the  next  three  hours  he  tortured  me  with 
a  bombardment  of  faintly  familiar 
names  and  dates.  It  takes  a  smart  man 
to  forget  as  much  ancient  history  as  I 
have  forgotten.  I  do  not  know  what  it 
takes  to  remember  it. 

About  all  I  got  out  of  tt*o  guide's  lec¬ 
ture  was  that  the  British  Museum  has 
all  of  the  Greek  art  traasuros.  The  Brit¬ 
ish  are  keeping  them  for  the  Greeks, 
but  the  Greeks  foal  competent  to  do  their 
own  treasure  keeping. 

I  also  built  up  quite  a  resentment  to¬ 
ward  the  Turks  for  storing  powder  in 
the  Parthenon-  When  It  exploded,  the 
most  beautiful  building  in  the  world  was 
destroyed.  Now  it  is  better  to  save  your 
money  and  visit  the  copy  in  Nashvill*. 

Still  there  is  a  sense  of  history  which 
swirls  around  the  many  half-destroyed 
buildings  of  ancient  Greece.  Pericles  and 
Plato  and  Socrates  still  walk  the  earth 
as  ghosts.  These  mighty  men  brought 
order  out  of  the  chaos  of  human  thinking. 
So  mighty  were  their  minds  that  men 
still  follow  the  path  they  hewed. 

I  am  especially  intrigued  by  Plato’s 
invasion  of  the  kingdom  of  the  spirit.  In 
his  own  way  be  taught  that  man  does 
not  live  by  bread  alone.  In  Phaedo  he

SENATORS  POLLED  ON  VATICAN 
AMBASSADOR

Senators  appear  in  this  list?  If  not,  then 
there  is  reason  for  you  to  be  concerned 
and  to  do  something  immediately. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Weatherspooo,  Chairman, 
and  Dr.  Hugh  A.  Brimm,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Social  Service  Commis¬ 
sion,  wrote  to  all  Senators  who  represent 
the  states  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  The  position  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  with  respect  to  an  official  ambas¬ 
sador  to  the  Vatican  in  Rome  was 
interpreted  clearly  and  emphatically  in 
the  letter.  Then  the  question  wsa  asked, 
“Would  you  vote  to  establish  such  a  rela¬ 
tionship  or  would  you  oppose  it?* 


The  letter  was  dated  September  7th. 
After  one  month  and  a  half,  a  total  of 
24  replies  have  been  received.  Ten  Sen¬ 
ators  expressed  their  opposition,  th* 
others  who  replied  did  so  in  evasive 
terms  such  as  “your  views  will  receive 
my  careful  attention,”  "I  will  consider 
your  position  in  making  my  decision,’* 
etc.,  etc.

presented  dramatically  the  arguments 
for  human  immortality. 

At  Mars  Hill 

Just  to  the  west  of  Arepagus  is  another 
hill  not  so  much  frequented  by  tourists. 
It  was  there  that  1  forgot  Plato.  It  is 
called  Mars  Hill.  There  the  Apostle  Paul 
delivered  his  great  sermon  to  the  Athen¬ 
ian  philosophers. 

My  traveling  companion  had  his  Greek 
New  Testament  with  hifn.  We  turned  to 
the  seventeenth  chapter  of  the  Book  of 
Acts  and  read  the  sermon  just  as  Paul 
preached  it.  Listen  to  some  of  its  phras¬ 
es: 

“God  that  made  the  world  and  all 
things  therein.  .  .hath  made  of  one  blood 
all  nations  of  men.  .  .that  they  should 
seek  the  Lord.  .  .because  he  hath  ap¬ 
pointed  a  day  in  which  he  will  judge  the 
world  in  righteousness.  .  .  ."  The  Athen¬ 
ian  philosophers  never  did  let  Paul  fin¬ 
ish  his  sermon.  Maybe  history  would 
have  taken  a  different  turn  if  they  had. 

Just  at  noon  wi  loft  Athens  for  Istan¬ 
bul,  Turkey,  the  old  city  of  Constanti¬ 
nople.  We  stepped  off  the  plane  to  be 
met  by  a  Turk  named  Thomas  Ces- 
macles.  Ha  is  not  a  Baptist  but  ha  had 
heard  through  a  friend  in  the  American 
Bible  Society  that  two  Christian  ministers 
were  coming.  He  had  left  his  little  shop 
and  caught  the  train  out  to  the  airport. 
It  was  one  of  the  finest  gestures  of  Chris¬ 
tian  fellowship  I  have  ever  seen.  He 
was  our  volunteer  guide. 

Thomas  had  a  motive  in  the  help  he 
gave  us.  He  wanted  to  ask  for  mission¬ 
aries  to  be  sent  to  his  land. 

Most  Turks  are  Moslems,  but  like  the 
United  States,  Turkey  recognizes  no  par¬ 
ticular  religion  and  grants  religious  free¬ 
dom  to  all.  The  Turkish  Moslems  are 
the  modernists  of  their  faith.  Women  go 
unveiled.  No  one  may  wear  religious 
robes  on  the  streets.  Religion  is  not 
taught  in  the  schools. 

Prayer  Meeting  In  Asia 

Turkey  is  the  only  country  in  the  world 
where  there  are  fewer  Christians  today 
than  twenty-five  years  ago. 

After  a  Turkish  dinner  in  a  little 
restaurant.  I  was  ready  to  fall  into  bed. 
Just  then  Thomas  invited  us  to  ride  the 
ferry  across  the  Bosporus  Strait  to  his 
home  on  the  Asiatic  side.  I  had  never 
put  my  foot  on  Asia  before,  but  it  was 
the  purpose  of  the  trip  which  gave  me 
a  shot  of  new  energy.  I  was  to  join  in 
the  weekly  family  prayer  service  in  his 
home.  I  liked  the  thought  of  making  my 
first  visit  to  Asia  to  join  m  family  wor¬ 
ship  of  Jesus  Christ.  Also  it  gave  me  the 
chance  to  follow  my  habit  of  going  to 
prayer  meeting  on  Wednesday  night. 

It  was  almost  two  o'clock  fho  next 
morning  whon  I  found  my  way  back  to 
tho  hotel  alone.  It  was  worth  hi

loud  and  long  ami  listening  for  the  ago¬ 
nised  cry  of  thoss  “boogers'’  hit  in  a  vit¬ 
al  spot.  But  I  beard  no  cry.  Wondering  if 
I  had  killed  them  all  I  slipped  across 
“No  Man's  Land”  into  their  fortifica¬ 
tions.  I  attended  the  pastors’  conference 
alert  for  any  tragedy  that  might  befall, 
having  been  forewarned  1  would  receive 
a  cold  shoulder  and -be  sneered  at.

shake  hands  with  me.  This  unexpected 
turn  of  events  threw  me  completely  off 
balance.  I  sat  down  to  await  further  de¬ 
velopments,  watching  every  move,  trying 
to  keep  calm,  ready  for  any  attack,  oral 
Ur  otherwise.  Then  a  brother  made  a  mo¬ 
tion  that  I  be  made  a  member  of  the 
pastors’  conference.  I  was  dumbfounded, 
Horae  I  went  to  think  things  over.  Then 
1  began  to  pray  about  it.  There  was 
something  I  felt  in  my  heart  that  wasn’t 
pleasing  to  the  Lord.  I  reviewed  my  past 
carefully  and  found  I  had  been  saying 
things  that  were  without  foundation. 

A  boot  this  time  one  of  the  “big  shot 
boogers”  was  holding  a  meeting  near  by. 
I  decided  to  find  out  just  how  far  wrong 
be  would  be.

Mississippi  Woman’s  College 
but  thirty -nine.  Give  Mississippi  Wo¬ 
man’s  Coliege  another  sixty-one  years 
and  it  will  be  much  ahead  of  where 
Mississippi  College  is  now. 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  has  one 
of  the  finest  schools  plants  in  the  coun¬ 
try  and  more  handsomely  furnished  than 
most.  Her  Music  Department  is  unexcel¬ 
led  in  equipment  and  her  general  aca¬ 
demic  facilities  are  excellent. 

The  faculty  at  Mississippi  Woman’s 
College  two  years  ago  at  the  last  evalu¬ 
ation  outranked  that  of  Baylor  or  Mercer 
University.  She  is  running  on  a  cash 
basis,  at  the  heart  of  the  district  that 
has  the  majority  population  of  Missis¬ 
sippi.  She  is  the  only  denominational 
eoliege  from  Jackson  to  the  Panama 
Canal,  except  two  Catholic  colleges.  If 
Mississippi  Woman’s  College  should  be 
closed  a  vacuum  would  be  created  that 
some  other  denomination  would  evidently 
enter  to  meet  the  need  and  seize  the 
opportunity. 

The  one  problem ,  of  course,  is  support, 
but  closing  schools  never  has  gained 
support.  Rather,  confidence  is  destroyed 
thereby,  and  without  confidence  public 
institutions  cannot  be  builded.  The  bet¬ 
ter  way  is  to  develop  a  people  in  a  broad 
kingdom  vision  and  the  practice  of  ste¬ 
wardship,  and  to  give  them  leadership 
to  go  forward  and  build  the  schools 
needed  to  aqpre  our  people.  Centraliza¬ 
tion  is  the  way  out  of  the  field  of  Chris¬ 
tian  education.  A  larger  stewardship  is 
the  answer  to  our  problem.  Our  pastors 
in  six  months  could  preach  a  crusade 
that  would  create  a  conscience  to  pro¬ 
vide  adequate  support  for  our  schools. 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  needs 
only  $166,000  00  to  complete  her  endow¬ 
ment.  Many  churches  are  spending  much 
more  than  that  on  current  building  pro¬ 
grams.  What  could  1600  churches  do  if 
they  should  lift  up  their  faces  and  look 
«d  the  fields  and  take  Christ  seriously.

435  now  instead  of  145. 

If  Christian  education  is  a  good  thing, 
there  are  better  vTays  of  promoting  it 
than  closing  schools.  A  prominent  Meth¬ 
odist  said  to  me  a  few  days  ago  that  the 
worst  mistake  Mississippi  Methodists 
ever  made  was  when  they  abandoned 
Grenada  and  Whitworth  colleges  in  or¬ 
der  to  make  a  great  MiDsaps.  They  only 
lost  two  colleges  and  gained  nothing  at 
Millsaps.  He  said,  “I  hope  Baptists  do 
not  make  the  same  mistake.” 

The  Education  Commission  also  said 
that  per  capita  cost  is  highest  at  Missis¬ 
sippi  Woman’s  College.

Dr.  Norman  W.  Cox 
Celebrates  Fortieth 
Anniversary 

Dr.  Norman  W.  Cox,  pastor  of  First 
Church,  Meridian,  completed  forty  years 
in  the  ministry  on  October  28.  The  Mes¬ 
senger,  weekly  publication  of  the  First 
Church,  Meridian,  recently  carried  the 
following  facts: 

Pastor  Norman  W.  Cox  was  ordained 
at  Climax,  Georgia,  on  October  28,  his 
22nd  birthday,  1910.  A  general  summary 
ot  his  ministry  in  these  40  years  from 
the  angle  of  statistical  results  show  that 
he  has  preached  or  spoken  to  audiences 
more  than  12,000  times;  11,119  members 
have  been  received  into  the  churches 
where  he  ministered  either  as  pastor 
or  evangelist;  he  has  conducted  1,405 
funerals;  he  has  officiated  at  752  mar¬ 
riages  and  the  total  contributions  of 
the  churches  in  these  40  years  has  been 
$2,184,654.79. 

When  he  was  ordained  he  and  Mrs. 
Cox  had  been  married  six  weeks.  They 
had  before  them  8  years  in  school  dur¬ 
ing  which  he  did  actually  12  years  of 
scholastic  work.  This  resulted  in  his 
receiving  the  B.  A.  degree  from  Mer¬ 
cer  University  in  1914,  the  Th.M.  degree 
from  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  in  1917  and  the  completion  of 
all  the  work  for  the  degree  V  Dr.  of 
Theology  with  the  exception  of  a  part 
of  his  thesis.  He  receive  dthe  D.  D.  de¬ 
gree  from  Mercer  in  1928. 

In  addition  to  the  churches  he  served 
while  a  student,  he  has  been  pastor 
since  leaving  the  seminary  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Barnesville,  Georgia; 
Court  Street  Baptist  Church,  Ports¬ 
mouth,  Virginia;  First  Baptist  Church, 
Savannah,  Georgia;  First  Baptist  Church 
Mobile,  Alabama;  the  Fifth  Avenue  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Huntington,  West  Virginia, 
and  twice  pastor  of  First  Church  from 
June  15,  1027  to  September  15,  1031,  and 
from  June  1,  1989  to  date  A  total  min¬ 
istry  to  our  church  embracing  15  years 
and  8  months  of  service.

In  these  40  years  he  has  preached  in 
180  revival  meetings  in  14  states. 

Dr.  Cox  has  written  much.  He  has 
never  satisfied  his  desire  to  write.  For 
10  years  he  wrote  a  weekly  religious 
editorial  under  the  standing  title  head 
“Tramping  Trails  of  Faith"  which  were 
published  in  different  large  daily  news¬ 
papers.  For  4  years  be  wrote  a  weekly 
religious  article  for  Baptist  papers  head¬ 
ed  ’Tales  from  a  Preacher’*  Memory.’* 
For  three  and  a  half  years  he  published 
to  Baptist  papers  a  weekly  article  “Pas¬ 
toral  Problems."  His  sermon  “God  Did 
K"  sold  over  30,000  copies.  His  book 
“Youth's  Return  to  Faith"  has  com¬ 
pletely  sold  two  large  editions. 

In  his  home  and  family  life  he  ha* 
been  honored,  helped  and  Messed  by  his 
wife,  Osye  M.  Cox,  to  whom  he  was 
married  on  September  7,  1910  and  by 
their  children,  Graham  W  Cox  and  Sara 
Margaret  Thigpen.  He  has  missed  only 
one  Sunday  service  in  40  years  from  ill¬ 
ness.

the  decisions,  let  us  all  consider 
everybody  a  Christian  gentleman 
unless  proved  otherwise. 

Some  of  the  problems  that  will 
come  before  the  Convention  are: 

1.  The  question  of  closing  Wo¬ 
man’s  College. 

2.  The  future  of  the  Mississippi 
Radio  Hour.  Some  favor  dropping 
it.  Their  argument  is  that  most 
local  stations  have  several  reli¬ 
gious  programs;  that  we  should 
major  on  the  Southwide  Radio 
Program  rather  than  thinly  spread 
available  funds.  Others  favor  dis¬ 
continuing  the  present  Radio  Com¬ 
mission  and  returning  it  to  the 
supervision  of  the  Convention 
Board.  Others  have  suggested  ask¬ 
ing  the  local  churches  to  sponsor 
the  program  over  their  local  sta¬ 
tions  with  transcriptions  supplied 
by  the  Radio  Commission. 

3.  The  division  of  funds.  Co¬ 
operative  Program  monies  are 
now  divided  50-50.  The  Education 
Commission  recommends  55  per 
cent  for  Mississippi  work  and  45 
per  cent  for  southwide  work. 

4.  The  question  of  adding  the 
School  of  Nursing  of  the  Baptist 
Hospital  (Jackson)  to  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Education  Program.  The  Edu¬ 
cation  Commission  recommends 
that  5  per  cent  of  the  Christian 
Education  funds  be  used  for  this 
purpose. 

5.  The  question  of  a  campaign  to 
raise  $1,000,000  for  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation. 

6.  The  question  of  erecting  stu¬ 
dent  centers  at  the  slate  educa¬ 
tional  institutions. 

7.  Some  jieople  have  dsicussed 
the  subject  of  having  a  full-time 
chaplain  at  the  Baptist  Hospital 
in  Jackson. 

8.  The  change  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  proposed  by  Rev.  Bryan  Sim¬ 
mons.  The  change  was  published 
in  the  issue  of  Oct.  26. 

There  are  some  principles  that 
should  prevail  regardless  of  the 
decisions  made  by  the  convention. 

1.  Prayer  should  prevail.  To  our 
shame,  some  Baptists  resort  to

L.  B.  Cole's  ar¬ 
ticle  ui  last  week's  issue  of  the  Baptist 
Record,  wish  to  state  that  the  Baptist 
p;l  .Lor  cited  who  told  a  sroup  of  youiiK 
people  that  "We  are  all  sinners,  every¬ 
body  sms.  there  is  nobody  perfect.”  was 
in  my  opinion  absolutely  correct,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  scriptures.

safe  for  consumption,”  the  legislator  as¬ 
serted. 

Dr.  Carradine  R.  Hooton,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Methodist  Board  of  Tem¬ 
perance  here,  has  told  the  Womens’ 
Christian  Temperance  Union,  in  annual 
convention,  that  “Stalin’s  crowd”  was 
able  to  obtain  important  concessions  at 
the  Yalta  conference  in  1945  by  simply 
“drinking  our  representatives  under  the 
table.” 

The  late  President  Franklin  D.  Roose¬ 
velt  was  an  ardent  imbiber,  frequently 
engaging  in  drinking  bouts  with  his  Con¬ 
gressional  leaders.  But  in  his  last  years, 
his  ability  to  "hold”  his  liquor  fell  off 
noticeably,  and  his  head  would  begin  to 
wobble  after  a  few  drinks.  It  was  this 
failing,  well-known  to  Washington  news¬ 
men,  to  which  Dr.  Hooton  apparently 
referred.

A  Statement  of  Four  Y ears'  Progress 


•  * 

When  we  assumed  the  responsibility  of  rebuilding  Mississippi  Woman's  College,  a  careful  survev  rev#»nlpd  that  we  were 
faced  with  the  task  of  solving  six  major  problems,  if  we  were  to  successfully  operate  the  school.  We  list  below  those  problems  and 


progress  achieved  in  four  years. 

I.  RENOVATION  AND  EQUIPMENT: 

The  buildings  are  beautifully  redone  and  largely  re¬ 
furnished  at  a  total  cost  of  $105,000.00.  Few  people  would 
be  capoble  of  knowing  the  size  of  this  job.  It  was  just  after  the 
war.  Government  permission  was  required.  Building  material 
was  critical.  It  took  three  separate  firms  90  days  to  supply 
wood,  glass  and  do  glazing  to  replace  broken  glass  and  rotten 
sash.  One  hundred  and  eighty-three  sash  were  put  in  the 
Administration  Building  alone.  Many  roofs  were  rebuilt  and 
leaks  stopped  in  every  roof  on  the  campus. 

II.  REORGANIZATION: 

Despite  the  scarcity  of  teachers  at  1947,  we  discovered 
and  enlisted  a  quality  faculty  of  consecrated  teachers.  Our 
faciulty  two  years  ago  ranked  in  the  upper  third  of  the  fac¬ 
ulties  of  the  64  Southern  Baptist  Schools  and  Universities. 

• 

III.  STUDENT  ENLISTMENT: 

We  opened  in  September,  1947,  with  fifty-one,  despite 
the  fact  that  few,  if  any,  people  believed  we  would  get  the 
school  open.  This  year  we  have  70  percent  more  than  lost 
year  and  300  percent  more  than  in  September,  1947.  We  hod 
just  concluded  that  next  year  we  would  not  hove  enough 
dormitory  room. 

IV.  ACCREDITATION: 

Mississippi  Woman's  College  opened  os  a  new  school. 

It  was  necessary  to  reestablish  accreditation.  Mississippi  Wo¬ 
man's  College  was  surveyed  by  the  Accreditory  Committee

Even  a  glance  at  the  above  table  will  be  sufficient  to  see 
that  Mississippi  Woman's  College  has  the  lowest  administra¬ 
tive  cost  of  the  four  schools,  and  with  a  rising  enrollment 
there  is  of  course  a  falling  per  capita  cost.  Any  intelligent 
person  would  know  that.  Our  per  capita  cost  this  year  will  be 
$200  lower  than  last  year.  When  the  student  body  shall  have 
reached  300,  per  capita  cost  at  Mississippi  Woman's  College 
will  be  about  that  of  Mississippi  College.  The  solution  of  the 
problem  here  is  very  simple.  More  students,  of  course!  Two 
more  y^ars  and  we  should  have  had  night  300  students.

We  were  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  State  University  and  recommended  by  the  Uni- 
versitv  to  colleges  and  universities  outside  Mississippi.  Our 
teacher  graduates  have  the  same  privilege  as  graduates  from 
the  university.  Mississippi  Woman'  College  has  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  United  States 
and  our  Latin  American  students  are  here  on  the  approval 
of  our  school  by  the  Director  of  International  Relations  and 
the  Department-of  Education  of  Colombia,  South  America 
Our  next  step  was  application  to  the  Southern  Association 
of  Colleges  ond  Secondary  Schools.  We  were  in  process  of  pre¬ 
paring  application  when  adverse  recommendations  were 
made  by  the  Education  Commission. 

V.  ENDOWMENT: 

We  were  gathering  Endowment.  Mississippi  Woman's 
College  lacks  SI 66,000.00  or  about  fifty  cents  per  capita 
per  Baptist  completing  her  minimum  Endowment  of  $500,- 
000.00. 

VI.  ENLARGEMENT: 

The  school  must  be  enlarged  to  make  economical  opera¬ 
tion  possible  and  train  a  larger  number  because  of  Kingdom 
needs.  When  the  Endowment  should  be  completed,  it  was 
proposed  to  rapidly  expand  the  school  and  cut  down  the  per 
capita  cost.  And  with  300  students,  Mississippi  Woman's 
College  would  have  easily  balanced  her  budget  from  student 
fees  and  Endowment  income  plus  reasonable  contribution* 


MISSISSPPI  WOMAN'S  COLLEGE  IDEALS 

Woman's  College  has  a  Christ-centered  program.  Ev¬ 
erything  offensive  to  Christ  is  left  out.  Mississippi  Woman  S 
College  has  no  place  in  her  program  for  the  world's  vices. 
Smoking,  drinking,  dancing,  and  personal  conduct  unbecom¬ 
ing  high  Christian  consecration  have  no  place  here. 

Why  the  Latin  American  students  chose  Mississippi 
Woman's  College — These  students  are  from  the  political  and 
industrial  class  of  Colombia.  One  family  is  reputed  to  be 
worth  nigh  $200,000,000.  It  is  evident  that  this  type  may 
choose  a  school.

These  include  a  Superin¬ 
tendent’s  home,  dormitories,  a  Grammar 
School  building,  a  gymnasium,  a  com¬ 
missary.  laundry,  dairy  bam.  stock 
bam.  garage  and  work  shop.  In  the 
midst  of  these  is  the  Administration  Buil¬ 
ding  which  houses  the  business  offices, 
diniiw  room,  kitchen,  rooms  for  em¬ 
ployees.  utility  rooms,  library  and  a 
chapel  for  religious  services.  The  newest 
building  Is  a  duplex  cottage  for  pre¬ 
school  children. 

Our  Orphanage  has  cared  for  3,100 
children.  Sixty-eight  children  have  been 
received  since  October  1st,  lttt  and  fifty 
have  gone  out  during  the  year.  We  now 
have  100  and  others  are  knocking  at  our 
doors. 

The  personnel  of  the  Orphanage  Is 
composed  of  a  Superintendent.  Assistant 
Superintendent,  Office  Secretary,  two 
Dietitians  (one  ofr  main  dining  room  and 
one  for  pre-school  cottage),  a  Farmer, 
a  Dairy-man.  a  General  Utility  Man  and 
a  supervisor  of  the  Laundry  and  Sewing 
Rooms.  In  addition,  there  are  four  School 
Teachers.  Just  as  all  other  children 
should  be  required  to  do,  the  children 
do  most  of  the  work  in  the  dormitories, 
kitchen,  dining  room,  farm  and  dairy. 

In  addition  to  food,  clothing,  housing 
and  medical  attention  the  children  have 
many  advantages.  They  attend  Gram¬ 
mar  School  on  the  Orphanage  Campus, 
attending  the  Jackson  City  Schools  for 
the  completion  of  their  High  School  work, 
while  some  are  enabled  to  go  on  to  col¬ 
lege  and  others  to  business  or  trade 
schools.  In'  addition  to  a  Christian  home 
Influence,  they  have  the  advantages  of 
Sunday  School.  B  T.  U.  Auxiliaries  and 
preaching  services  from  Sunday  to  Sun¬ 
day  and  a  mid-week  prayer  service. 

As  In  any  other  home  the  Orphanage 
has  Its  needs.  There  is  a  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  buildings,  furnishings  for  the  dor¬ 
mitories.

“I  would  recognize  the  fact  that  when 
the  brethren  are  praying,  almost  any 
man  can  preach,  and  when  the  opposite 
is  true,  almost  no  one  can  preach. 

“I  would  treat  my  pastor  as  a  Chris¬ 
tian  gentleman.  He  is  often  the  target 
of  rude,  disrespectful,  unbecoming  treat¬ 
ment. 

“I  would  recognize  the  fact  that  my 
pastor’s  work  being  the  type  it  is  cannot 
be  done  mechanically  and  by  routine, 
but  that  everything  requires  his  own 
initiative.

California  Baptists 
To  Enlarge  Budget 

FRESNO,  Calif. — (^P) — The  board  of 
directors  of  the  California  SUte  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Southern  Baptists  will  recom¬ 
mend  a  total  budget  of  $247,500  for  1951 
when  it  makes  its  annual  report  to  the 
meeting  of  the  comment! on  in  Bakersfield 
early  In  NovembCT  The  proposed  bud¬ 
get,  the  largest  in  the  convention’s  ten 
year  history,  was  approved  by  the  board 
in  session  in  Fresno,  September  15. 

If  the  convention  adopts  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  its  board  of  directors  it 
will  begin  the  first  year  of  its  second 
decade  by  contributing  25  per  cent  of  its 
distributable  funds  to  convention-wide 
agencies,  10  per  cent  to  Golden  Gate 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  and  the 
remaining  65  per  cent  to  state  missions. 
Necessary  administrative  costs  and  pro¬ 
motion  expense  will  be  deducted  before 
division  is  made. 

The  board  was  unanimous  in  its  ap¬ 
proval  of  a  $125,000  goal  for  the  Coop¬ 
erative  Program.  The  additional  $122,500 
is  expected  to  come  from  special  mission 
offerings.

MURAY,  Ky.— <  BP  )— Kentucky  Bap¬ 
tists  will  move  their  summer  assembly 
from  Clear  Creek  to  Cedarmore,  if  a 
plan  to  be  recommended  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Board  ia  adopted  by  the  General 
Association  when  it  meets  in  Murray, 
November  14-16. 

The  Board  will  also  recommend  a  plan 
to  take  two  Baptist  hospitals  at  Lex¬ 
ington  and  Paducah  into  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  and  to  coordinate  the  work 
of  these  two  hospitals  wtih  the  Ken¬ 
tucky  Baptist  Hospital  at  Louisville. 

Other  matters  to  be  considered  are  (1) 
constitutional  changes  (2)  question  of 
taxation  of  church  property,  (S)  1951 
simultaneous  crusade,  March  25-April  8, 
and  (4)  possibility  of  an  East  Kentucky 
children’s  home.
